The Wrong Flag. 
Only the “Union Jack Should Be 
Flown on Land in Canada 


If a flag is to. be regarded merely 
as a bit-of bunting that may be used, 
along with any other bit:of colored 
cloth, for decorative purposes, - no- 
body need feel ‘concerned as to the 
manner in which it.is used. But it 
flags ate to be, as they should. be, 
national ‘symbols, there should be an 
intelligent study of them so that they 
may be used only in the proper way. 
There is need of such study in Cana- 
da. Although frequent efforts have 
been made to instruct the public re- 
specting the proper flag to be shown 
in Canada there is still lamentable 
misunderstanding on the subject and 
a widespread use of the wrong flag. 
Even in quarters ‘to which the gen- 
eral public might reasonably look for 
guidance, the mistake is made. A 
large nfimber—probably a majority— 
of those who desite to show the flag 
are stilk under the erroneous impres- 
sion that the Canadian flag is the one 
commonly ¢alled the Red Ensign, a 
red flag having a small Union Jack in 
an upper corner and the Canadian 
Acms in the fly.. On any public holi- 
day, or any occasion on which a flag 
is displayed, this Red: Ensign will be 
found more frequently than any oth- 
er flag. All who desire to use a flag, 
and all who like to see the National 
flag shown, should ‘take the trouble 
to note*that this use of the Red En- 
sign on land is quite incorrect. The 
nearly similar Red Ensign without 
the Dominion Arms, is the authoriz- 
ed flag of the British Merchant Ma- 
rine, It is a sea flag, and cannot 
with propricty,.be flown on land. The 
same class of flag,;with the Domin- 
ion Arms in the fy, is. authorized as 
that of the Canadian Merchant Ma-

only, and it cannot be properly flown 
on land. Wherever that flag is flown 
on the staff of one of our buildings, 
or in one of our public places. its use 
is distinctly improper. ~ 

Many ‘flag dealers, apparently, not 
understanding the flag question, have 
assumed: that this red flag is the Na- 
tional flag of Canada, and have stock- 
<4 up, with it.) They should be made 
to understand the mistake and tc 
avoid the repetition of it. The only 
flag that can properly be flown on 
Canadian soil as the National flag of 
Canada is the Union Jack. The Red 
Ensign is.the correct;flag for a Can- 
adian merchant ship, and it may’ be 
used with other flags for decorative 
purposes anywhere in Canada, But it 
‘should never be seen on the staff on 
land in Canada, Only the Union Jack 
is entitled to ‘that honor. 

If flags are to be used at all, it is 
surely worth while making a correct 
\use of.them.—From the Montreal 
Journal of Commerce.

Huge Grain Shipments 


Many Towns Ship Over a Million 
Bushels of Grain 


With two months still to ship, 
there are already five towns in South- 
ern Albérta alone which have sent 
out’ more than a million busliels of 
wheat each, It is expected that sev- 
eral other places will exceed the mil- 
lion mark before the 1916 crop is out 
of the country. Bow. Island, Alber- 
ta, leads with upwards of a’ million 
bushels of wheat sent away; from 
Vulcan over a_ million bushels of 
wheat, and over 600,000 bushels of 
eats and other grains have:been ship- 
ped. The other points in Southern 
Alberta which have shipped more 
than one million bushels of wheat 
during the last ten months are Bar- 
ons, Carmangay and Claresholm. 
Blackie has shipped over a million 
bushels of grain, largely oats. 

In 1915, over. 000 bushels of 
wheat were sent from the Lethbridge 
district; of the 1916 crop already 34,- 
000 bushels have been shipped, 
and present indications go to show 
oak sen. the finished returns are 
made known On September ]st,

If 
he is taken prisoner, military penal+ 
ties could be applied to him,’ 

“The Same principle is stated in ins 
structions of the United States of 
1863, which form a wonderful code 
of human. principles, 

“These imstructions » say that 
crimes committed in time of war 
way be punished according to ordi-+ 
wary penal laws, not only by the 
army to which the criminals belong, 
but also by the army by which they 
are captured. 

“Under the circumstances it is ob- 
the minister continued, “that 
Germans who have killed, have stol- 
en, have set fire to buildings without 
necessities of war, may be judged by 
the courts of the allied armics and 
allied countries. Some applications 
of this principle have already been 
made. If the guilty fall into our 
hands we must not hesitate; we dre 
obliged to judge him, but “et us nor 
jidge ~ contumacidis' entniy © offiecrs 
or soldiers, as there is a chance that 
we shall not be able to execute the 
sentence. 

“Eyen when we have the nilty 
man in our hands ‘there are diffictl- 
ties. in obtaining evidence. against 
him, and if he argues, as he certain- 
ty wiltthat tre weted*onty*by-order; 
what can we answer if we wish tu 
remain just and fair, I am of the 
opinion, that, in these questions 
lawyers and magistrates will haye to 
apply strictly the principles of inter- 
national law. If this application of 
justice is not sufficient—and, _ unfar- 
tunatcly, I fear that such may be the 
case—competcnt authorities shovld 
take other, measures. tos give | satisfac- 
tion to public opinion in regard ,.to 
German atrocities, : 

“What may these measures be? 
‘There’ are, first, reprisals; there is 
another solution, the consequences of 
the third paragraph of The Hagve 
convention, which was proposed by 
German delegates and which reads 
as follows: “The belligerent. who: 
should violate the dispositions of 
the convention siiall eventually have 
to indemnify the people he has rob- 
bed. He shall be held responsible 
for all acts done by persons beleng- 
ing to his army.’ 

“This is the great point,” said Mr. 
De Wiart in conclisicn, “and in my 
opinion there can be no peace ‘with- 


out such reparation.”

Conserving Food In Britain 
War Savings Committee Report 
Shows People Voluntarily 
Cutting Down Rations 


Premier Lidyd George has written 
to the chairman of the national war 
savings committee thanking him for 
the committee's efforts and paying 
tribute to its success in “effecting food 
‘economy. Mr. Lloyd. George adds 
that he has every hope “that the peo. 
ple of Great Britain will be able to 
claim that they accomplished of their 
own free will what the pecole of 
other countries could only achieve by 
compulsion.” 

What the committee has done may 
be illustrated by the figures rela- 
ting to the reduction in the consuimp- 
tion of bread, Thus, in the Padding- 
ton district of London, the consump- 
tion of bread dropped by 25 to 30 per 
cent, in two months. In Willesden 
bread sales per week in May amount _ 
ed to 481,839, in June they dropped to 
380,404 pounds.

Storing Ice 
qnvelasisnece 


Custom Has Been Practised for Many 
Centuries 


The storage of ice for summer use 
has been practised from the earliest 
times. The Grecks, for instance, con- 
structed icchouses hundreds of years 
before the Christian cra, and we 
know that, Alexander the Great; when 
at Pera, in India, had large pits dug 
and ‘filled in with snow, which was 
covered over with layers of leaves, 
The ice or frozen snow was used ds 
eccasion required both as -an iced 
drink itself and also to cool other 
drinks. The Romans also enjoyed 
the luxury of iced drinks, but they 
generally. iced them by putting ice or 
snow into the liquid. At a later per- 
iod the Turks, improving upon Alex- 
ander’s method, had well constructed 
vaulted cellars in which they stored 
large blocks of ice, filling up the in- 
terstices with snow, so that the whole 
formed a solid block or small ice- 
berg. France followed this plan for 
ages, but it was not until the end of 
the, sixteenth century that the French 
people learned -how to squeeze water 


artificially. Shaped and moulded wat- 


er ices were eaten in France in 1660, 
and were soon afterwards introduced 
into England. Cream ices were the 
luxury of a later day, and when first 
introduged were very primitive com- 
pared with the daintily flavored, col- 
ored and shaped ices o the present 
time. "

Mounts Into Many Millions 


Gigantic Task Performed by Swiss 
Postal Authorities 


A huge charitable work is’ perform- 
ed by the Swiss postal authorities. 
The little mountain republic allows 
free postage not only to letters, pack- 
wECS, and moncy erders-destined for 
prisoners of war, but also to all cor- 
tespondence addressed by the prison- 
ers and the internéd civilians cto their 
relatives and friends in some of the 
most thickly populated cotptries of 
Europe. 

The mail matter which has thus 
been transmitted gratitously since the 
outbreak of thé war mounts. into 
many millions and statistics covering 
the period from September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, indicates that through 
the mediation: of the Swiss federal 
post offices at Berne and Basle nearly 
250 million letters and postal. cards 
and 13 million small parcels have 
been taken over and reforwarded to 
the countries, at, war, 

In the same period 48,335, 153 par- 
eels, some weighing up to eleven 
pounds, were forwarded to prisoners 
of war of all countries. Up to the 
end of “March, 1917, 4,186,660 pack- 
ages of bread were sent by post from 
Switzerland to Germany, weighing a 
total of 7,785,438 kilos and other hugé 
consignments of bread were forward- 
ed by rail. From September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, 6,681,063 money orders 
for prisoners of war were received 
and re-forwarded by the Swiss post 
amounting to a total.of $93,679,749.10.

A theatrical manager has soly ed his 
individual problem by sending com- 
flimentary tickets to his grocer, A 
romley bookseller advertises books 
cheap for sugar, Whist drives with 
sugar for prizes are over-patronized. 
At Christie’s Red Cross Sale a bag 
of sugar completely overshadowed 
the works of Rubens and the Kicg’s 
bronze ‘sacrificial bowl of the Chow 
dynasty. Charity raffles for bags of 
sugar are more popular than illicit 
officers’ dances, 

Inthe Savoy the waiter gum-shoes 
up behind your chair to clicit in a 
whisper your preference in coffec. If 
you take sugar lie delicately deposits 
ou your Sauccr a tiny square the size 
of an easily-taken pill. Tf you dor’t 
his sigh of relief is your reward. In 
tea-rooms a somewhat similar pro- 
cedure is followed, but there every- 
one takes sugar—and pockets it for 
future use. 

At first you only had to sperd fifty 
cents for wares you didn’t need to get 
the pound of sugar you did. Then, 
Storage space for urnecessarics run- 
ning out in the average home, protest 
was made and the grocer was prohi- 
bited from making conditions. But 
he needn't sell you at all. So aow all 
that is nécessary is a sweet smile, the 
proper humility, membership in the 
same club and church, an exchange 
of greetings between wives and a 
monthly store bill of one hundred 
dollars. 

What béwilders us is that we can 
Huy-eton-of candy anywhere in Lor-- 
don. Within an “area of two hundred 
yards there are twenty confectionary 
stores—and not a pound of sugar for 
anyone. 

The other day a kind. Canadian 
friend sent me a half pound of sugar 
——the parcel cost sixteen cents—and 
it reached me. A Canadian woman 
keeping house in England on the an- 
ticipation of five pounds sent by mail 
by an indulgent mother wasn't so 
fortunate. Probably the government 
required that five pounds for the con- 
fectioner or the brewer. 

By government ruling they have 
cut us down to one and five e-sevenths 
ounces a day—try it and see what it 
tastes like-—-but most of us never see 
enough together to weigh on = any- 
thing but a chemist’s scales. 


Making Cloth From Cork 

The French haye perfected a pro- 
cess for manufacturing a cheap wat+ 
erproof cloth from ‘cork. that ts at 
once warm’ and durable, The cork is 
cut into very thin slices. and . the 
slices are treated with chemicals, This 
chemical treatment is the essential 
part of the process, for it removes 
certain elements from the cork which 
make it brittle. After the treatment 
the sheets of cork can be rolled or 
folded without breaking. These elas- 
tic sheets . are ‘ cemented to a back- 
ground of thin cloth and the fabric
